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AN KXHIBITION THAT HURI'RISKD 
NATIONAL OUAKDHMKN.

On tlie high bank nloping from 
Fort WaHhinjifton Avonue down to 
the IludHon Rivfr, jnHt north of 
102d Street, Htanil the l)nildinf,'8 of 
an iiiHtitutJon that (!ovorH Moveral 
acres. Near tlie main l)uildinj? 
riseH a tall tlaKHtaff and tlie Stars 
and StripoH tliat wave from it show 
that the institution is military in 
ciiaracter. Last Monday two Na- 
tional (iiiard ofTieers were ridiiifjup 
that way on their wlunds, when the 
sight of a battalion of boys in uni- 
form lurningout for parade attract - 
ed their attention. They dis- 
mounted a short distance away and 
stood watching the paiade. The 
boys ranged in age from ten to 
eigliteen years, but the precision 
with which they went througli the 
evolutions was such as few Nation- 
al (hiard regiments in this vicinity 
could rival. The two otflcers 
watched witli admiration, l)ut pre- 
sently noti(!ed something which 
puzzled them. The Adjutant who 
was giving the orchirs was wagging 
liis lingers and w;iving his hands 
ill a, to tluMU, itKfomiireliensilile 
maiii.er. At the (uuiclusion of each 
series of motions part of tlu> ma-n- 
ual of arms was performed. 

"That's a singular thing," said 
one of the big oiflcers to his com- 
panion. " I don't hear any orders 
given." 

" Nor I," said the other. " Looks 
like a new wrinkle to me — drill b^' 
signals. Works {net ty well, does not 
it? Might he worth looking into." 
The two spectators moved up 
nearer, and then as the battalion 
came to rest lliey made another 
discovery, foi all the boys, in jierfeet 
sih^nce, turned to each otIuM and 
began exercising their fingers in 
the most animated manner. 

" Why, lln^y're deaf-mutes," 
exclaimed the tlrst ofTleer suddenly, 
"and they're drilling with the 
regular orders given' in their sign- 
language. I low on tMirlli did they 
ever rcafdi that stage of perfection 
in drill. " 

They stayed to the end of the 
drill and then wont away declaring 
that from a military standjioint 
th(^ drill was the most remarkable 
exhiliit.ion they had <(ver seen. And 
that has been the common opinion 
(jf all military men who hav<t seen 
the liattalion of the New York 
Institution for the Instruction of 
the Deaf and Dumii, for a man 
who has himself had experience in 
drilling soldiers who have all their 
stMises can appreciate the Anormous 
dilTlculties in tlie way of bringing 
to prefection a body of young lioys 
who must not only take all their 
orders from sight, but must even 
depend upon the eye for the 
primary military principle of kei'p- 
ing step, since the natural organ of 
rhythm, the ear, gives them no aid. 
It is not too much to say that there 
is no other <lrill to bo seen in this 
city with the same interest that at- 
taclios to an exhibition by tlnise 
boys. To the outsider it has all the 
charm of mystery. Hen* are soukn 
two hundre<l boys of various sizes, 
in spcckless uniforms, with their 
eyes all fixed on one boy who is in 
command. Theni is a swift series 
of movements of his white-glove<l 
fingers — and for a deaf-mute white 
gloves are about the same in effect 
as a strip of cloth tied around th(> 
tongue of the ordinaiy man — then 
a sharp down sweep of his arm, 
and, behold, the entire battalion, 
as one man, is turning to form into 
this evolution or that, or is carrying, 
ordering, or presenting arms like a 
well-oiled ma<diin<>. Another mys- 
terious pass, and presto 1 a different 
evolution is lieing executed as sharp- 
ly as, oven moie sharply upon the 
down stroke of that directing arm, 
than the ordinary soldier responds 
to the " Hrrrump!" of his command- 
er, whi<?h stands for t\w empowiM- 
ing clause of lh<^ military law mak- 
ing. General Francis V. Greene, 
when he first uaw the deaf boys 
drill, (concluded that in order to 
reach HU(!h perfection tliey must 
navcH l>«*en trained to a regular 
routitii^ of orders which m<V(U va- 
ried in succession, noi would he be 
|)ers\iaded otherwise Until Mililiiry 
nstrucUn- W. H. Van Tassell In- 
vited him to take charge of the drill 
and translated his orders as f»Mt as 
he gave them, the battalion re- 



sponding as swiftly and sundy as 
wIkmi t.h(> orders came from one of 
th(^ir own body. It was explained 
to him fhat the evolutions wore the 
result of long and patient instruc- 
tion, in which the boys took as 
mu<!h interest as their instructors, 
for thej' are very proud of their 
prolicion(\y, and, indeed, of every- 
thing ]>ertaining t>o the Institution. 
Throughout the whole body of 
stud(»nt there is a feeling of loyalty 
to the institution far more deep 
and strong than the affection of the 
average college man for his iiliiio 
nialer. It is for that reason mainly 
that tluMi' athletic teams, when they 
used to tak(! part in the intcwcholas- 
tic contests, were the most foi-mid- 
able and feared of any of the 
s(!hool t(Minis. 

The New York Institution fortlie 
Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb 
has abmit 4.')0 stnd«^Hts, of whom 
about two-thirds are Itoys and one- 
tliird girls. Itisa pul)lic institu- 
tion in tJie sense that the pupils are 
takiMi on llie recommendation of 
the proper State or counly otiicials 
and the course involves no expense 
to the pupil : but the school is no< 
under State or county maiiiigemeiit 
and politicks does not enter into th(> 
management in any way. The 
principal is Dr Knoch Henry 
Currier, and h(> has undtM' him 
tifty-two professors and teacdiers in 
the acadcMiiic schools, and flftcfui 
instructors in the trade s(!liools. 
The pupils have Imlli the aead(>mic 
and tra<le training. The sc^hooling 
is a regulai collr'g(> ])reparatory 
couise, fitting the scholar for en- 
trance to tlni Deaf-Mute College in 
Washington. The trade school 
teaches a variety of useful trades 
and teaches them practically, too. 
There is a W(>ll-eqnippi>d printing 
establishnu'iit there which <loes all 
the printing of the institution and 
<}uite a little outside work, much of 
tlu^ printing tieing high-grade work. 
In the carpenter and cabinet-mak- 
ing department the wood repair 
work of the place is done and the 
boys who are, as a. rule, particular- 
ly attached to this w«rk, make 
tables, desks, jind other articles of 
furniture which are not for show, 
but for use. Several half-blind 
deaf-mutes do chair caning by the 
sense of touch, and it is wonderful 
with what swiftness and /iccuracy 
Ihey will imitat(! any patt«'rn given 
tolJiem. The horticultural depjirt- 
ment is represented by a handsome 
hothouse which is already too small 
for the increase in the stcxrk of 
fiowors. The chrysanthemums are 
parlieularly fine, and have taken 
prizes at the Flower Show. Inter- 
(*sting experiments are IxMiig made 
with new carnations. Tli(> boys 
hvirn liotli th(« scientific an<l tlie 
practical side of horticulture, and 
with one hand buried in a pot of 
dirt they will rattle off on the other 
the mulli-syllabic Latin nain(> of 
the newest orchid in the coll(>ction. 
Other things which they are taught 
are tailoring, gaidiMiing and bak- 
ing. For the gills there is instruc- 
tion in <lres8-making, shirt-making, 
cooking and plain sewing. Molh 
boys and girls take the course in 
art, and many of the d<*af mutes 
are sur|)risingly ai)t at dniwing and 
mixhdling. The new bronze me- 
nioiial tablet in the chapel was de- 
signed and niodeile<I by pupils in 
the institution. 

Then* is a geneial impression that 
<]eaf-mules as a rule are liad 
tempered, difil<'ult to deal with, and 
of an uiilia))p,>' dis|M>sition. It is 
not easy for a visitor to the in- 
stitution to believe thia, for a 
liap[ii(*r set of young people one 
would travel fai to find They are 
full of life >nid animal spirits and 
enjoy tluMiiselves after the fashion 
of all young persons, except that 
there seems to be mort> community 
of feeling in the school and less of 
a disposition towani forming cliqiu's 
and circles than is characteristic of 
most institutions. [)esi>ite their 
high s[)irits lh(>re have betui but 
three cas(>s of discipline this year in 
the entire 8(0iool. The principal. 
Dr. Currier, says that there is only 
one point where the deiif are hard 
to manage. They are exlri^nicly 
s(wisitive to ridicule ami exiremely 
suspicions of persons they <lo not 
know. Cull off as they are from the 
rest of the world, they Muagine, 
whenever Ihey sre outsiders talking 
together, that they, tlie deaf, are 
the subje<'t of the conversation and 
prcwiimably of ridicule. This 
makes them moody and sonietinies 



ill-tenip(M'e(l, but aside from this 
they ar(> of an eqiuible disposition, 
in general. The best of good fellow- 
ship obtains among the students of 
the institution. That it also obtains 
between the faculty and the 
youngsters is not to bo doubted l)y 
any one who has visited the pliice 
and seen the littl(> girls lying in 
wait for one or another of the pro- 
f(>s,sors outside the door to seize up- 
on him and deniand a rid(» on his 
shoulder, or the young eaipenter 
who has arrived at the dignity of 
his first chest of drawers, insist- 
ently dragging Dr. Currier along 
by the sleeve to view his master- 
piece. 

II is notr with the nn'ntal or moral 
r(>sults of deafness that Dr. Currier 
has found the most difilculty in 
dealing with his pupils, but with 
its elTect upon the physical well- 
being of the children. A few years 
ago the coats for tJie boys of the 
Institution wei-e cut two inches 
wider across the shoulders and ms 
much narrower across the chest as 
ill the case of the aver-age healthy 
boy. Almost without exception 
the deaf boys had nari'ow «'hests 
and rounded shoulders. This is 
liecaiise of their l)reatliing Ihioiigh 
the nioiilh, a peculiar elTect of doaf- 
ii(>ss, which physicians cannot ex- 
plain. Dr. Cnrrierslarled a gymna- 
sium and had regular (dasses in it 
with an instructor. The result was 
soon apiiariMit, and now the uni- 
form coats of the cadets are cut on 
the same Daltern as in any other 
school. The rounded slioiildei has 
disappeared and the once hollow 
clu^st has the I'oundness which for- 
niei'ly appertained to the shoulder. 
Vei'y terrible are these yoni gstei-s 
in the aihletic Hold since the phy- 
sical Iraining became part of their 
course. Th«\v throw thtMiiselves 
into a game with an abandon that 
tak(>s account of no hurt so that the 
victory be won, and the results 
have been so dire, although tiium- 
phant too, that football and basket- 
i)all have been outlawed ; not, 
however, befon> the deaf boys ha<i 
proved their mettle on many a 
hai'd-fonght field and shown that 
nothing of their weight and size 
could hope to cope with them. In 
football tlu\v were simply terrors. 
Not that they were savage |>layer8 
in the s(>nse of tryinir to injure 
their oppoiicnt'S, but so utterly re- 
gardless of their own safety werv 
tli(\v when once fairly in the game 
that there was no controlling their 
ardor. Then, too, there was a 
ilifliculty about the umpire and 
ivf erect in their games, the usual 
Mi(>lhod of stopping play with a 
whistle beiiiL', of course, out of the 
(jU(>stJoii. rin> otiicials were there- 
fore compelled to coirti-ol the play 
by means of signals with hand or 
Hag, and as the cadet team never 
looked all anything but the ball and 
I heir opponents after th<> call of 
pla> this method was not as effect 
ual as might have been desired. It 
was no uncommorr sight t(/ see an 
umpire burrowing his way into a 
heal) of players sent headlong by 
some enthusiast who took him for 
an oiiponent. The boys tluMnselves 
fi'lt this defect in their l>lay and 
devised variolic rcMiiedics, one of 
those suggested by them being the 
arming of the otiicials with pails 
<)f w.rter which they were to cast 
over the teams to signify that i>lay 
was to cease. The team, while it 
was in existence playe<l the fastest 
kind of football ami the ia|)idity ol 
the signalling, by signs, was com- 
bined with such admir-ablc ac- 
curacy that some of the i'oaehes of 
the large college teams serioirsly 
thought for a time of giving the 
method a trial, but concluded that 
it was too complicated f(U' the 
ordinary mind to grasp. 

In basketball the same style of 
play cliaracleriziMi the deaf-mutea. 
The player's would cast tli/'mselves 
h(>adloiig upon the fiooi, into a 
wall, or at an opponent. wh(>ii it 
was a (lueslion of following th«> 
liall and th*> otiiei teams, though 
heavier and str'onger in rrruscular 
power, were outclassed by the ir- 
resistible tlash of the team. Last 
y(Mir tli(>y won the interscholastic 
championship, outplaying the 
hitherto irnb(>aten t"am of lln> 
Adelplii .Vcavlemy, of Hrooklyn, for 
the silver cup which irow adiu'iis 
the front hall of the Institution. 
On account of the many accidents, 
however, from football aird basket- 
ball, some of them serious, Dr. 
Currier fell him.s(>lf obliged to prrt 



a stop to the games, though he did 
it with reluctance, knowing how 
gi-eat a disappointment it would 
be to the boya. They still have 
theii baseball nine, however-, with 
which they occasionally surprise 
other teams. The father of orre the 
students is a petty officer on the 
battleship Massachn.setts, and while 
that ship was in this port a baseball 
game was arranged between the 
ship's nine and the deaf boys. The 
Massachusetts merr thought it 
would be gowl pr-actice for some of 
their substitutes, so they put in a 
p;»tehed up team and the lioys took 
them into camp neatly. A second 
game was arranged for in which the 
jackies put up the best nine they 
could get, having put in a lot of 
"hard practice, but it was all the 
same to the deaf boys, who trounc- 
ed the cracks just as easily as they 
had the substitutes, knocking one of 
the liest pitcher's in the navy out of 
the box. Next time the Mas- 
sachusetts tars tackle the deaf-mute 
proposition, they intend to bring 
ashore a 13-inch gun to pitch for 
them. 

The most extraordinary pupil in 
the instilutioir is Orris Hensoir, the 
deaf and blind boy, about whom 
much has Ireen written. He is IG 
yeai's old and of a bright and happy 
disposition, and he is keenly sen- 
sitive to what is going on around 
him as it is related to him by one 
or another of his fr-iends. He 
models cleverly in clay, and Dr. 
Curri(U' has a model of Gr-ant's 
Tomb which Hcn.Mon made from a 
description given to him by one of 
tlie|deal'-inute8 who had seen it, and 
which is correct iir the main form 
arrd rnarvello'isly carried out as to 
details of decoi-alion. All com- 
munciation with the boy is through 
the sense of touch, the liaiid of the 
pejvson (purveying the idea being 
held lightly in his hand, but he 
always anticipates the meaning of a 
.sentence before it is finished and on 
his way to answer it befoi'c the last 
wonl is spelled out. He was in- 
trodir<!ed to the Sini reporter who 
visited the institution last week, 
and, shakirrg hands, said in the 
.slow tones of those who have lM»en 
taught mechanical speech: "lam 
very glad to meet you." Two min- 
utes later he was «lowii amoirg the 
cad(>ts on the playgroirnd going 
through a mock drill with a gun 
which he had borrowed from one of 
them, to their great glee, lor he is 
a gener-al favorite, largely owing to 
his unfailing high spirits. 

All the students \h\ the iustitutioir 
are taught to speak, so the official 
name is a misnomer in that the word 
" «lunib" enters into it. There is 
nothing nrrrte about tlio.se boys arrd 
girls, and when the playground is 
full of the little ones the^^whoops and 
shrieks and sounds of merriment 
can be heard all over the place, 
riiore is a quality about the voice 
of the deaf-mute, however, that is 
not to be mistaken when once heard, 
except in the cawi of those who have 
become deaf after learning to artic- 
ulate. A case of this latter isE. A. 
Hodgsor>, the pr'intirig rnaater and 
editor of theDKAP-MUTK.loURNAL, a 
weekly published at the institution. 
He speaks more accurately than 
the average man, and in asingularlj' 
.*oft and pleasing voice He is also 
a rrewspaper man to his backbone, 
and there is no prominent paper in 
the country with which he is not 
familiar. Lip reading is also taught, 
and many of the pupils are profi- 
cient in thisdifilcirlt art. 

Kvery year there is a military 
drill and competition for colors, 
and riv.ilr-y runs high amony the 
four companies of which the last, D 
company, is made up of youngster's 
ten years old and thereaboutw. The 
drill was held bust week and the 
judge awarded the colors to A conv- 
pany, which was the holder of them 
from last year's competition. Dr. 
Curriei intends to organize still an- 
other company fi'oiri the smallest 
of the boys, if he can get a quaker 
guns light enough for them. — New 
Vork Sun.

Itis stat- 
ed that the Hungarians have a superstitious 
dread of mutes and ally them with the 
evil one, and this is a.<isigned as I 'le cause 
of the attack. 

The first named in the abov«> is a 
brother of Miss Edith Biggam, a:id 
she informs us that he has often 
complained lo her <d' Ir'ouble he 
has had with the Hungarians who 
work wher'e he does. The other 
two men we have never heai'd of 
befor'e. 

Clarence Deaton, of the Eastern 
Nor-mal University at Muncie, Ind., 
and .says the Com mercial (hizrHc, of 
the 2()th ult., was initiated into 
the nrysteiies of a class society. 
Axle Grea.se was sinear-ed all over 
his body, after his clothing had 
been lorrr off in shreds, and an 
electric battery was applied.

through these men simply V>ecaus<^ 
they were outweigh "d. fJur ends 
have been circled bi.! rtrely, and 
considering the fact th.it one end 
was a new man in the position, the 
ends have been surpri"ingly strong. 
Both ends were somewhat w<aU on 
getting down the field inifler punts. 
But littlf! criticism can be made on 
the back field which has worked to- 
gether very well.

"Our main reliance the past 
'season wasthf) close formation and 
revolving wedge, varied some by 
.tackle plays, the guard back and a 
formation something like the " five 
square" formation. Our ends were 
loo slow in getting down the field 
under punts. This weak point 
ma<lc possible the long ruii in the 
Georgetown game whicii did so 
much toward defeating us. .Some 
of our best gains were made by the 
ends, 

" In our Thanksgiving Day game 
we encountered a team of star 
I)layers. Their team work, while 
hardly equal to imr own, was much 
better than they were crcli ted with.

He shows a disinclina- 
tion to train hard, and this is partly 
the cause of his popr showing in 
some games. He Is not sure of his 
place next year. Wheeler Is a 
great guard. There tan no f be too 
much said for him. He has been 
the backbone of the team all 
through the season. A ; a guard he 
is w<'ak in no r<!Npect. \o team 
has found an openini/ through him 
this season.

Mr. Jones agreed, and saiil he 
thought the present state of affairs 
was due to the fact that at St. 
.\nn's Dr. Gallaudet was the head 
of the church, was supreme in fact, 
and that he is not now. He stated 
that the present Rector did not 
understand the deaf and could not 
even tali^ to them. 

He spoke of the very small Sun- 
day contribntioiis, and urged that 
as Drs. (iallaudet an<l Chamberlain 
were both advanced in yeai-s, there 
was a crying need of a young and 
active worker. 

Mr Jones said that the $192,000 
that St. Ann's owned when it left 
18th Street, was a sacred fund 
given to St. Ann's Church foi 
Deaf-Mutes, and its sacred charac- 
ter should have protect«>d it from 
being juggled and played with, and 
that the memory of how the deaf 
wei-e ch(>ated and the developments 
of the last meeting held at St. 
.lolin's, overwhelmed- him with 
shame. 

Of the $192,000 St. Ann's owned, 
not one cent went* towards the 
pn^sent edifice Mr. Jones stated, as 
the money used was from the i)ro- 
ceeds of the sale of three lots in the 
neighborhood of 148th Street. 

Much of the money St. Ann's 
dvtwered St. Matthew's with came 
from lunpiests to St. Ann's t^hnrch 
for Deaf-Mutes — and in the face of 
that St. Matthew's had all and St. 
Ann's were paupers. He said Drs. 
Gallaudet and Chamberlain were 
paid from the funds, but 
the expenses for salaries of the 
other rectors, choir, choir-master, 
organist, etc., were out of propor- 
tion to what St. Ann's got, and 
when Dr, Krans' attention was 
brought to the pressing necessity 
of a young d(>af pastor to assist the 
present Rectors, he hoped Dr, 
Ivraiis would at>e tlie justice of the 
re(iuesl'. 

Dr. (Jallaudet then took the 
platform, and said he took st>cond 
place in the church at his own re- 
qu(>st. He also stat(cd that the St. 
Matthew's i)roposition had to be 
accepted, as it was the best avail- 
able and there was no use of but- 
ting one's he.ad against a stone wall, 
and that's what it would have 
amounted to had St. Ann's refused. 
Dr. CJallaudtct believed the whole 
arrangemont wsis the result of 
prayerful api)eals to the Throne of 
Grace for guidance. 

He said that Hie cited instances 
of deafcougrcgalions in other cities 
having deaf pastors was not entindy 
correct as to their independence, 
that even All Souls' was supported 
by Dioc(>iian (C(mlributions. 

But, he .said, if the right deaf 
man were selected h(< would co- 
operate in seeing liini iiisl;illed at 
St. Ann's, 



Dr. Chamberlain was then called, 
but declined to make any remarks, 

Mr, Theo. Lounsbury then in- 
stanced examples of unfitness for 
the position shown by some of the 
lay-readers, and said the facts were 
well-known to all the deaf, but had 
evidently never reached the ears of 
either Dr, Gallaudet or Dr. Cham- 
berlain. He said that none of the 
deaf pastors had had a fair show, 
and that all covei laige itineraries 
and support them.selves on small 
salaries. 

Mr. Hodgson was the next 
speaker, and said that there was 
enough work for a deaf pastor to 
be kejit busy and still Dr. Gall.audet 
and Chamberlain would have 
plenty to do. He deprecated the 
fact that old issues had been re- 
surrected and urged that this was 
not the time for it, but rather the 
right moment for a concensus of 
opinion on present needs. He in- 
stanced a recent Sunday when he 
trudged to (cluireli in wind and rain, 
only to find one of the lay-readers 
officiating, so he simply trudged 
back again. 

He spoke of the necessity of hav- 
ing the Bible read so it could be 
understood. He urged all to take 
to heart Dr. (Jalbiudet's iiromise, 
made a few minutes before, and 
the only problem left was " Find 
Your Man." 

Mr. Le Clercq then drew a picture 
of an ideal pastor for St. Ann's and 
paid a glowing tribute to the 
qualifications of the gentleman who 
directs the destinies of th(c best 
newspaper published in the interest 
of the deaf, for the position." 

Mr. Pach said that there were 
two handles to the question at 
i.ssue, and if it were looked at in its 
liroadest .s(>nse, that is, how St. 
Ann's could be made the church 
home for the great body of the 
deaf, it could lie done by making 
meetings in the Guild room wiWe 
open ; doing away with admission 
fees on at least some of tlie occa- 
sions and offering books, news- 
papers and other attractions. 

Dr, Cliamlwrlain at this, point 
look the floor and stated that " it 
was easier to criticize than to per- 
fonn," and empasized the folly of 
biting one's nose to spite his face. 

He said St, Ann's had never done 
my proselytizing, and that it was 
the onlj- church that offered the 
deaf anything at all until a few 
s'cars ago. 

The Doctor said that the mistakes 
of the past couldirt beclianu;ed now, 
and apologized for long sermons 
hy makinfrthe hronri Bt»teme>nt that

Dr. ChMiuiterlaiu then reminded 
those present that the aid he and 
Dr. (iallaudet gave to the needy 
d(>af people was given without re- 
gard for creed or color. 

Mr, Shankis, the last speaker, took 
np the matter of bmir and tedious 
Hcriiions, and deplored the practice 
of cutting and abbreviating signs 
in sermons and prayers to the point 
where they were almost unintetli- 
'j:ible. He .stilted that though he is 
connected with a school for the 
deaf and sign services are a part 
of his daily life, when he goes to 
St, Ann's much of the .service he is 
not able to nndei-sfand'. 

The meeting then clo.sed wiili a 
short address by Mr, Jones,
